“The herbicide spraying in 
Coffee County will not kill the 
grass;’’ stated Pool, ‘‘it will only kill 
the fast-growing weeds. While the 
State uses a herbicide that keeps the 
area sprayed brown for a number of 
months, the chemical to be used in 
the county will only result in a 
brown-out for a couple of weeks, 

*‘What we’ve got planned is to 
Spray the weeds along the right-of- 
way when they get about a foot tall. 
The herbicide will kill the weeds, and 
while the grass keeps growing, the 
area will appear brown for a couple 
of weeks, The grass will remain 
green and will be visible; we’re not 
going to kill everything that is 
growing in the area - just the 
weeds!”’ 


In a recent letter Attorney 
General Siegelman stated that while 
Alabama is called ‘“‘Alabama the 
Beautiful,’’ the natural beauty is 
being marred by litter and herbicide 
Spraying, 


“The state highway department 
Sprays herbicides along our 
roadways, and these poisons have 
Killed many of our native wild 
flowers, trees and the crimson clover 
that once bordered our highways,”’ 
wrote Siegelman, ‘This Spraying 
has turned Alabama's roadsides 
brown and presents a bad image to 
the many visitors and tourists who 
use our highways. 

“The state highway depart- 
ment’s spraying program needs to 
be abandoned in favor of a roadside 
beautification program that will 


replant crimson clover and indig- 
enous flowers and trees along our 
roadways and highways. Such a 
beautification program would also 
Save the state money spent on costly 
herbicides.” 


“Tl really can’t answer just why 
the clover is no longer growing along 
the roadways,’’ said Pool, ‘‘but I do 
know that it is cheaper to spray 
herbicides than it is to purchase the 
equipment needed to keep the 
right-of-way cut. We have 450 miles 
of paved roads in this county and our 
plans to spray twice and then cut 
the shoulders in the fall is the most 
economical and the best plan for the 
county.”

Cutbacks continue to mount 


for 1988 Ft. Rucker budget 


Ft. Rucker has received further 
cuts to its fiscal year 1988 (Oct. 1, 
1987 - Sept. 30, 1988) budget, 
making the year’s total budget now 
$265 million. FY 87’s was $306 
million, 

The major impact area is in the 
Army Aviation Center’s lifeline, 
flight training, with a loss beginning 
April 1 of $12 million and 820 
Students. Added to the decrement 
that became effective in February, 
the fiscal year’s planned student 
load of 6,600 is reduced by one-third, 

New training cuts will impact in 
initial entry aviator training and in 
new systems training courses for the 
AH-64, UH-60, CH-47D and 
OH-58D. Previous reductions were 
in the lower-cost graduate courses, 
such as instrument flight examiner, 
rotary wing qualifications and rotary 
wing aviator refresher training. 


The reduction in flight training 
affects two major contractors: 
Sikorsky Support Services, Inc., 
which has the maintenance and 
refueling contracts, and Pan Am 
Support Services, Inc., the rotary 
wing flight contractor, : 
contractor. 

FlightSafety International, con- 
tractor for the fixed wing multi- 
engine qualification course, will not 
sustain additional reductions. 

The civilian work force will also 
feel the budget crunch because the 
civilian strength has to be reduced 
100 spaces by the end of FY 88. 
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However, Col. Willis R. Bunting, 
chief of staff, stressed that no 
general reduction-in-force is 
foreseen now, 

Actions to alleviate that are a 
total hiring freeze put into effect 
Monday, Feb. 29, a drastic curtail- 
ment in overtime work allowed, a 
reduction in the amount of perform- 
ance awards civilians can receive, 
and the termination March 11 of 32 
temporary and 22 student aid 
Spaces, 

It is anticipated the remaining 
dollar deficit and necessary space 
reductions will be met by normal 
attrition of employees by Sept. 30.

A review of the accounts receiv- 
able indicated $10,853.87 in late 
payments, $755.45 in returned 
checks and bad debts for the month 
totaling $789.03. Of the returned 
checks, five have been turned over to 
the courts for collection already. 

The list of late payments includes 
several people who are more than 
one’ month behind with their 
payments, including one that is five 
months behind before the meter was 
pulled, No explanation was given as 
to why one individual is allowed to 
tun five months behind and others 
cut off much earlier. One church was 
listed as owing four months and 
several individuals appeared to owe 
three-month accounts.

Here it ig already March, and as I was 
reading some facts about the month in the 
encyclopedia, I found them most in- 
teresting, and hope you do also. 

March is the third month of the year. 
It was the first month on the ancient 
Roman calendar, and was called ‘*Mar- 
tius.’’ When Julius Caesar revised the 
calendar, he established Jan. 1 as the 
beginning of the year. March then became 
the third month. It has always had 31 days; 
its name honors Mars, the Roman god of 
war, 

March brings in Spring and ends win- 
ter. Spring in the northern half of the 
world begins with the ‘vernal equinox,”’ 
which occurs on or about March 21. On 
this day, the sun rises directly in the east 
and sets directly in the west, so that the 
length of the day is exactly equal to the 
length of the night. March can be both 
wintry and springlike. Blustery, windy 
days occur as frequently as mild, sunny 
days. 

In the Northern Hemisphere, many 
animals and plants awaken or come back 
to life during March. Sap flows in the trees 
and green buds begin to appear. The first 
pussy willows and wild flowers can be 
found in the woods. Most frogs lay their 
eggs, hibernating animals, such as bears, 
chipmunks and woodchucks leave their 
winter sleeping places. Wild geese and 
ducks begin their northward flights. In 
March people begin to look for the first 
robin as a sign that spring has really come. 
Early songbirds appear. 

March has no national holidays, but 
there are several important state and 
religious holidays. Nebraskans celebrate 
the admission of their state into the union 
on March 1. Texas celebrates March 2 as 
the anniversary of its independence from 
Mexico, On March 4, the people of Penn- 
sylvania commemorate the anniversary of 
Penn's Charter. The Irish celebrate March 
17 as the feast day of St. Patrick, which 
incidentally is Uncle Claude's birthday, 
and Aunt Kate's birthday is Feb. 14, so 
both of them have *'special birthdays.** 

In Maryland, March 25 is set apart for 
a celebration of the arrival of the first 
Maryland colonists in 1634. The Jewish 
festival of Purism usually occurs in 
March. It is held on the day correspon- 
ding to the 14th day of Adar on the 
Hebrew calendar. 

There are many superstitions about 
March. We often hear that **March comes 
in like a lion and goes out like a lamb.”’ 
This means that the first day of March is 
often stormy, and the last day mild and 
warm, Another saying is, **April borrow- 
ed from March three days and they were 
ill.’* This refers to the first three days of 
April, which are generally rough and 
blustery like March. A third saying calls 
the first three days of March **blind days" 
because they are “‘unlucky.”’ If rain falls 
on these days, farmers supposedly will 
have poor harvests, Some farmers are so 
superstitious about the three ‘unlucky 
days’* that they will not plant seed until 
March 4, 

The flower for March is the violet, Bir- 
thstones are the bloodstone (a variety of 
chalcedony) and the aquamarine, 

Speaking of violets, the other day I 
walked down the street to the Mark Holts 
and I noticed in their front yard all these 
pretty sweet little purple flowers, and I'm 
pretty sure they were a variety of violets, 
Right, Lois? 

Quoting the poet, Robert Browning, a 
short little verse which caught my fancy: 

The year’s at the spring 

And day’s at the morn; 

God is in His Heaven -- 

All's right with the world! 

1 was familiar with the last two verses, 
but not the first two, 


Now to meet our Very Special Person 
for this second week in Mareh - March 
10 - a really sweet and humble gentleman 
by the name of James Willis Kelley, 

If it is true, and T personally have no 

. Feuson to doubt that it is, as it is God's 
Holy Word, the verse in the Bible about 
". .. the meek shall inherit the earth. . 
then, Mr. Willis, in my estimation, is 
gonna be a rich landowner one of these 
days, and I fear yours truly will be only 
a “squatter,” 

I drive a ‘hunk of junk,” but, like - is

Nursing Home Spotlight 


Mr. James Willis Kelley 


‘He's got a little temper, but my daddy 
always said a man who didn’t have some 
temper wasn't worth his salt! But on the 
whole Willis is a good-natured even- 
tempered person.”’ 

In appearance Mr. Willis is a young- 
looking 80 years of age, having been born 
Jan. 3, 1908. He has a shock of thick, lux- 
uriant, healthy-looking white hair and is 
of a spare, lean frame. He has a real 
friendly, quick smile, with a pleasant, 
peaceful countenance. 

One never catches Mr. Willis without 
his favorite attire - overalls! Sue told us, 
“Except for attending a funeral when he 
wore pants, I’ve never seen him wear 
anything but his overalls.*’ 

Mr. Willis was born in Clay County, 
near the town of Craigford, one of six 
children born to Mr. and Mrs. Brannon 
Kelley. Mrs. Kelley was the former Miss 
Edna Lambert. Mr. Kelley was a farmer. 

The siblings of Mr. Willis, of whom 
all are deceased, with the exception of 
one, are: Floyd, who presently resides 
in Opp and was married to the late Miss 
Cora Roberts, Mattie, who resided in 
Talladega with her husband, a Mr. 
Spurlin; Stella, who resided in Elba with 
her husband Jesse Roberts; Dewey, who 
made his home in Elba with his late wife, 
the former Miss Eva Miller; and 
Lawton, who made his home in Elba 
with his wife, the former Miss Olean 
Silas, who is currently a resident of the 
Elba Nursing Home. 

Mr. Willis has never married. 

From his brothers’ and sisters’ mar- 
riages, Mr. Willis has 14 nephews and 
nieces, who affectionately call him 
**Willis."’ 

Mr. Willis graduated from the 
Talladega School for the Blind. 

When we asked Sue about his blind- 
ness, she said he had been blind since 
birth. She said her father, Lawton, 
always said the reason he was blind was 


. because he had been born at home and 


the saline drops, which are used to ir- 
rigate a baby's eyes when they are first 
born, were not used in his eyes, and he 
developed an eye infection when he was 
three days old, and has been blind ever 
since. 

Mr. Willis is a Missionary Baptist and 
belongs to Missionary Baptist church in 
Talladega. 

He was admitted to the nursing home 
January 13 of this year and his roommate 
is Mr, Alfred Seymore, whom I'm sure 
a lot of readers will remember from 
years back, as he and his wife, Miss Pat, 
used to reside in Elba, 

Sue recalls for us, ** Up until three-four 
years ago, Willis did everything we did! 
He picked cotton and dug peanuts - he 
always went with us to the field.-His 
blindness, to himself or us, has never 
been a handicap. | remember him help- 
ing me with my math homework - he 
could spit out the answers as fast as I 
could give him the problems! If he had 
had the educational opportunities of to- 
day for the blind, there's no telling what 
he could have done, for he was very 
smart," 

Mr. Willis’ favorite season is ‘spring 
and summer. | love the outside!"* **He 
loves the radio and television,’ Sue 
stated, ‘and he used to love to read. Of 
course he read Braille and he belonged 
to the Library of Congress, sort of a book 
club for the blind, and they'd send him 
just reams and reams of books, but he 
is unable to read now, for his hands are 
so shaky that he can’t hold them still on 
the book.’* Mr. Willis added, “I wish 
I could read -- I have the time now!" 

He told us his favorite holiday is 
“Christmas,”* and when we asked why, 
he replied laughing “Ole Santa Claus! 
He used to bring me toys when I was lit- 
tle: horns and lots of other stuff.’ 

We read to him what Sue had told us 
about his favorite food: "His favorite 
foods are fried chicken and peanut butter- 
and-jelly sandwiches, and mostly 


anything except rice and English peas. 
He will not eat those two things, He 
won't say anything about it - he'd always 
just eat around them, When Kelley 
(Sue's daughter) was 


little, she'd 
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sometimes put a little rice on his plate 
to tease him and he’e eat everything and 
leave the little mound of rice on his 
plate."’ He laughed and said. **That’s 
right! Is that what she told you?** And 
he just laughed! 

When we visited Mr. Willis, the 
residents were in the dining room listen- 
ing to a preacher and at the end of the 
sermon we sang **Amazing Grace,"* and 
Mr. Willis reached into his overalls 
pocket and pulled out his harmonica and 
started playing along with the singing, 
He plays very well, and told us he en- 
joys playing his harp -- he calls it his 
“harp.” 

Another trick Mr. Willis has -- he can 
make a noise just like a train, with his 
mouth! One of the nurses asked me if he 
made his train noise for me, and I said 
no, so I went back in and asked him 
about it and he really can sound just like 
a train! 

We asked Sue to describe her uncle, 
and she said, **Willis was very easy to 
live with. He never complained about 
anything! He first came to live with my 
parents in 1945 and he lived with them 
until Daddy died in 1974, and when Dad- 
dy died, he moved in with us and has liv- 
ed with us for the past 14 years. He's 
just always been a part of the family.’ 

An aide at the nursing home stopped 
us on the way out and said, ‘I know he 
is the sweetest little ole man. If 
everybody was that sweet, this would be 
Heaven!" 

I remember the first time I saw Mr. 
Willis -- the Bryans had recently moved 
next door and I pulled into the driveway 
one day and saw this small, frail-looking 
gentleman in his ever-present overalls, 
standing still as a mouse in the side yard, 
and I observed him for a few seconds and 
realized that he had temporarily lost his 
bearings. So I walked over and started 
talking to him, and like a little innocent, 
trusting child he let me take his arm and 
lead him into their house. 

I’ve often wondered if I ever had to 
give up one of my senses, which would 
it be - well, sight was always my last 
choice! But I am thankful for all have. 

Some random thoughts dear to me: 

“So live,”’ advised Will Rogers, **that 
you would not be ashamed to sell the 
family parrot to the town gossip.”’ 

“Humility is something we should 
constantly pray for, yet never thank God 
that we have.’’ Unknown, 

There is so much good in the worst of 
us, 

And so much bad in the best of us, 
That it ill behooves the best of us, 
To talk about the rest of us. 


AGRICULTURE 
NOTES

AZALEA LEAF DROP 

Don't be too concerned if you 
notice the leaves on your azaleas are 
turning yellow and dropping. 
Azaleas usually lose half their leaves 
in the winter or early spring, about 
the time new growth begins. The 
drought last fall and mild weather 
through December caused the 
yellowing to begin earlier and in 
greater numbers than usual, 

However, if all a plant's leaves 
are turning yellow, it could be from 
disease, lack of water, poor drain- 
age, lack of fertilizer, lack of iron, or 
environmental conditions, 

Do not prune or fertilize azaleas 
now, Wait until the plants have 
finished flowering this spring. 


MINERALS FOR BEEF CATTLE 

Beef producers tend to disregard 
the requirements of a number of 
minerals for beef cattle. Often they 
supply salt but overlook the fact that 
other minerals are an essential part 
of the diet of beef animals. 

Minerals make up about five 
percent of the total body weight and 
are fairly stable in content, But, 
minerals in forages vary according to 
soil composition and the availability 
of soil minerals to plants. Feeds will 
also vary in mineral content. 

Remember - providing a mineral 
mixture year-round is a low-cost 
practice when you consider the 
benefits,

American History students at Zion Chapel High School have recently been involved 
in a study of Gone With the Wind, After reading an article published in the Oct., 
1986, issue of Southern Lit entitled ‘Thoroughly Modern Scarlett,’’ written by Steve 
Oney, History teacher Rachel Bryan said she believed American History students 
at Zion Chapel High School should be given the opportunity to form their own opi- 
nion about what Gone, With the Wind symbolizes, 

In order to accomplish this, Mrs. Bryan required all American History students 
to read the book or watch the movie. 


In the article, **Thoroughly Modern Scarlett,’’ Steve Oney says, ‘*Ever since Gone ~ 


With the Wind first appeared back in 1936, it has been regarded as the Bible of 
the Lost Cause, and its great symbol - Tara - has either been held up as an admirable 
example of the plantation ideal or denigrated as the supreme figment of white op- 
pression.’’ Mrs, Bryan gave each student a copy of this article. 

The students were given a test on Gone With the Wind after they had been given 
ample time to read the book or watch the movie. On the test they were to answer 
the questions by giving their own opinion, However, they were required to back up 
the forming of their opinion with specific instances. This was to let Mrs, Bryan know 
if they had seen the movie or read the book. 

When student Jackie Herbert was asked if she believed Scarlett and Atlanta are 
one and the same, she said, **Yes. Scarlett was born the same year Atlanta became 
a city, Like Atlanta, she survived the Civil War and was even stronger because of 
it, When Scarlett married Mr. Kennedy and started her lumber business, she was 
growing and prospering just like Atlanta. When she asked Rhett to build her the big- 
gest, most luxurious house in Atlanta, it was a symbol of what Adlanta was to become. 

When David Jackson, another student, was asked if he thought Scarlett used peo- 
ple, he said, **l don’t think she did the things she did just to hurt and use people. 
He said he believed she did only what she thought she had to do, David added, 
Though she was a little selfish, most of the things she did were for the people she 
loved.”* 

When the students were asked if they thought Scarlett was good, bad or somewhere 
in between, most of them said they believed she was somewhere in between, 

Student Stacey, Faison was asked if he thought Gone With the Wind was racial, 
and he said, **1 don't think it was intended to be and it didn't seem so to me. The 
only thing that seemed a little racial Was When Scarlett was talking about taking a 
strap to Prissy when Prissy was sent to get the doctor, But, I can’t blame Scarlett 
because | probably would have been thinking of something like that if | had had to 
put up with Prissy.””

Literature Class Writes Sonnets

The twelfth grade literature class is stu- 
dying sonnets. A sonnet is a poem of 14 
lines with a fixed pattern of meter and 
rhyme. Its name is an Italian word mean- 
ing *‘a little song.” 

These sonnets were mainly written bet- 
ween the 1200's and 1800's, expressing 
types of love between the author and 
patron, 

The class was split into groups with four 
to five people in each group. One group 
will pick one sonnet, copy it, and analyze 
it. The rhyme scheme must also be includ- 
ed, A rhyme scheme shows which lines 
rhyme with others. 

Jackie Parrish, Rena Flowers, Scottie 
Lee and Gina Huckabaa form one group. 
This group chose sonnet 52 written by 
William Shakespeare: 


Bring your slave, what I should do but 
tend 

Upon the hours and times of your 
desire? 

I have no precious time at all to spend, 

Nor services to do, till you require. 

Nor dare I chide the world-without-end 
hour 

Whilst I, my sovereign, watch the clock 
for you, 

Nor think the bitterness of absence sour 

When you have bid your servant once 
adieu, 

Nor dare I question with my jealous 
thought 

Where you may be, or your affairs 
suppose, 


But like a sad slave, stay and think of 
nought 
Save, where you are how happy you 
make those, 
So true a fool is love that in your will, 
Though you do anything, he thinks no 
ill. 


After copying the sonnet and figuring 
the rhyme scheme, the group analyzed it: 

William Shakespeare's Sonnet LVII ap- 
pears to be a beautiful love poem: ‘Bring 
your slave, what should I do but tend 
Upon the hours and times of your desire?"* 

In reality, this sonnet ironically depicts 
the plight of the poet - he must wait on 
the pleasure of a spoiled young patron. 
Shakespeare writes that while he waits for 
the woman he loves to come to him, she’s 
busy making other men happy: 

“Whilst I my sovereign, watch the 
clock for you.’* He remains a sad slave, 
staying and thinking of nothing. The poet 
lives to please her and does only what she 
“requires’’ him to do: 

**T have no precious time at all to spend, 
Nor services to do, till you require.’ He 
is jealous of the affairs she has with other 
men, but never questions her: 

“When you have bid your servant once 
adieu: Nor dare I question with my jealous 
thought where you may be, or your affairs 
suppose."” 

Though loving her makes a fool out 
of him, the poet continues to love: ‘*So 
true a love is love that in your will, 
Though you do anything, he thinks no 
ill.”

Tithing, like faith, was practiced 430 years before the law. 
Abraham, Father of the Faitnful, paid tithes to the priest of the most 
high, Melchizedek, of all the spoil he had taken in battle. (Gen. 14), 
so tithing was before the law. 

Tithing was commanded under the Law of Moses also, Lev. 
27:30: ‘*And all the tithe of the land, whether of the seed of the 
land, or the fruit of the land, or the fruit of the trees, is 
Lord.’’ Vs. 31: ‘And if any man (use) redeem ought (any amount) of 
his tithe, he shall add thereto to the fifth part thereof.’ The reason 
for tithing then was [1] To honor the Lord, Prov. 3:9: ‘‘Honor the 
Lord with thy substance, and with the firstfruits of all thine 
increase,"’ [2] To supply God’s house. Mal. 3:10; ‘‘Bring ye all the 
tithes Into the storehouse that there might be meat in mine house, 


Saith the Lord.”’ 


In the New Testament Jesus taught tithing. Matt. 23:23. ‘Ye 
pay tithe of mint (money) and anise (dill) and cummin (a plant used 
far seasoning), this ye ought to have done. Paul taught tithing and 
condemned temple robbing as did Malachi. Mal. 3:8: ‘‘Will a man 
rob God? Yet ye have robbed me. But ye say, wherewith have we 
robbed thee? In tithes and offerings. Romans 2:22; ‘'. . . dost thou 
commit sacrilege?’’ (Do you use that which has been set aside as 
holy unto God, for your own use?) 

Some of the Old Testament prophets who paid tithes were 
Abraham (Gen. 14:20), Jacob. (Gen. 28:22), Levi (Hebrews 7:9), 
Hezekiah (2 Chron. 31). New Testament Christians were taught to 
receive tithes, so therefore pay them. (1 Cor, 9:7-14, 1 Cor, 16:2, 2 
Cor, 7:11, 2 Cor, 8:1-15, Gal, 646, 1 Tim. 5:17-18. Paul (or the writer 
’ of Hebrews) explained in detail where tithes should be paid under 

the New Covenant. Hebrews 7:2 explains what the tithe is. ‘'To 

whom also Abraham gave a tenth part of all.’’ The tithe is ten 

percent of all our increase. Hebrews 7:5 explains who received the 

commandment to receive tithes under the law. ‘And verily they 

that are of the sons of Levi, who receive the office of the priesthood, 

have a commandment to take tithes of the people according to the 
He explains who is to receive tithes now. Hebrews 7:8 ‘and 
here men that die receive tithes; but there he (Jesus) receiveth 
them, of whom it is witnessed that he (Jesus) liveth.’’ In Hebrews 
7:12 he explains the change ‘for the priesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change also of the law.”’ 

Vs. 14 ‘*For it is evident that our Lord sprang out of Judah; of 
which Moses spake nothing concerning priesthood,’’ Vs, 15: ‘*And 
it is far more evident; for after the order of Melchisedek there 
ariseth another priest.’’

that the Book of

The Book Of Mormon purports to be a collection of books describing 
an ancient race of people in America, and the visit of Christ to them. 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, or Mormons, teaches, 

t the Book of Mormon is inspired, and equal to or superior to the 

ible. The evidence, however, shows clearly that the book is a fraud. 
Among other things, its literary and historical character, and its 
contradiction of the Bible show that the Book of Mormon is not from 


Joseph Smith claimed the Book of Mormon was an inspired English 
translation made from golden plates discovered near Palmyra, New 
York. Its literary character, however, shows that it lacks inspiration. 
Besides the generally poor literary style, there are many glaring 
grammatical errors. For example, ‘if my days could have been in them 
days’’ (Helaman 7:8). Or the absurd passage, ‘‘And when Moroni had 
said these words, he went forth among the people, waving the rent of 
his garment in the air, that all might see the writing which he had 
wrote upon the rent’’ (Alma 46:19), Besides the bad grammar of ‘‘had 
wrote,’’ it is ridiculous to speak of writing “upon the rent,’’ or tear ina 
garment. These are just a few among hundreds of literary errors in the 
Book of Mormon. 

Numerous inaccuracies and absurdities mark the historical 
character of the Book of Mormon. It describes eight barges used to 
travel to the New World. Although these were supposedly built to 
God’s specifications, God at first forgot to allow for ventilation and 
light. And then God’s solution, according to the Book of Mormon, was 
one hole in the top, and one hole in the bottom. Imagine, a hole in the 
bottom of a boat for illumination and ventilation! In another instance, 
Lehi, a devout Jew and prophet of Jerusalem, is Supposed to not know 
to which tribe he belonged. This shows an obvious ignorance of Jewish 
culture and history by the writer. 

The most glaring demonstration of the falsehood of the Book of 
Mormon is in its conflicts with the Bible. The Bible Says Jesus was born 
in Bethlehem (Matt, 2:5), while the Book of Mormon Says he was born 
at Jerusalem (Alma 7:10), The Bible Says that there wefe three hours 
of darkness at the crucifixion (Luke 23:44), while the Book of Mormon 
Says there were three days of darkness when Jesus died (Helaman 
14:20). The Bible teaches that the church was established on the day of 
Pentecost (Acts 2), but the book of Mormon says that the church was 
established at least 147 years before Christ (Mosiah 18:17). These and 
numerous other discrepancies defhonstrate the Book of Mormon is 
merely the work of Joseph Smith, and cannot rightly claim inspiration,

The Coffee County Democratic 
Executive Committee met Saturday 
morning to begin qualifying candid- 
ates for the various offices up for 
election during the current political 
year. Also on the agenda was the 
selection of officers for the county 
executive committee. 

Named to head the party organi- 
zation within the county was current 
chairman, Jackson W. (Bill) Stokes. 
Mark Jordan of Enterprise was. 
named vice chairman. Jean Spurlin 
was re-elected to the office of 
treasurer and John W. Sharpless will 
again serve as secretary. 

The committee is accepting can- 
didates for all seven commission 
seats, the Probate Judge, three 
school board seats (two existing and 
one new) and constables. Qualifying 
fees are as follows: Judge - $800, 
commissioners - $300, school board - 
$50 and constable - $25. 


Probate Judge Marion Brunson is 
the only person to qualify in that 
position, He was the first person to 
put forth the qualifying fees 
Saturday morning but was quickly 
followed by a host of candidates, In 
all Saturday there were twelve can- 
didates who qualified Saturday, 
Three more followed before press 
time this week, 

There are seven commission 
seats in Coffee County and _in- 
incumbents face election at the same 
time, Two of the incumbents have 


qualified this year as Republicans 
and will seek re-election as full 
fledged Republicans. They are Sid 
Averett, District 6 and Bill Faulk, 
District 7, Both are Enterprise 
districts, 

District 1 has drawn the most 
interest, with four candidates, in- 
cluding the incumbent seeking the 
seat. Commissioner James  E. 
(Jimmy) Bryan Jr. is being challeng- 
ed by Jim DuBose, F. Doug Harrel- 
son and Leon Smart. Smart has been 
a candidate previously and the other 
two are newcomers to the political 
arena. 

Billy Eagerton is facing no oppo- 
sition at press time as he reaches for 
his third term on the county commi- 
ssion in District 2. 

Robert Stephens, the incumbent 
in District 3 is challenged by Elba 
City Council member Malcolm 
Davis. Davis was appointed to fill the 
vacant seat on the city council when 
Stephens was named by Governor 
Wallace to the county commission, 

Eugene Bradley is the incumbent 
commissioner in District 4. He is 
seeking re-election and is challenged 
by former commissioner Marvin 
Bowden. Bradley has served two 
terms and was unopposed four years 
ago. 

District 5, the one that stretches 
from just outside Elba through New 
Brockton and into Enterprise is 
presently held by first time commi- 
ssioner Damascus Crittenden Jr. He

It will have the 
same district lines as the County 
Commission District 5. Ruben 
McKinnon qualified this week for the 
seat. Another seat on the board will 
Open’ up at a later date to continue 
the policy of staggered terms for 
school board members. 

Both county commissioners and 
school board members will be elect- 
ed this year under a new plan 
whereby the candidates are voted on 
only by the registered voters who 
live in their respective districts. 

Marion Brunson, who is seeking 
his second term in the office of 
Probate Judge, will see the duties of 
the office change at the beginning of 
the next administration. Regardless 
of who is elected in November for 
that position, the Probate Judge will 
no longer serve as chairman of the 
county commission. The court decree

The sales figures for livestock in 
the state of Alabama were released 
recently, and topping the list of 14 
selling points in the state for the sale 
of hogs was the Farmers’ Livestock 
Co-op, located in Elba and managed 
by Chris Sessions. 

‘We have always sold a lot of 
hogs and feeder pigs here in Elba 
because we try to treat everyone fair 
and treat them like we appreciate 
their business - because we do," 
Stated Sessions, 

‘*There are 14 hog markets in the 
State and the closest one to Elba is in 
Opp. Last year we sold 33,688 hogs 
at the co-op, while Abbeville ranked 
second with total sales of 24,000, 
There aren't as many producers as in 
years past, but the number of hogs is 
Steady and I expect the numbers to 


£0 up slightly this summer,"’ 

**We have several hog producers 
in Coffee County and across south 
Alabama,’ added Sessions, ‘while 
we have farmers from Montgomery 
County and all the way up to the 
state line that will bring their hogs to 
the sales, The biggest buyers of the 
feeder pigs come from Georgia, 
Florida, Mississippi, Tennessee and 
of course, Alabama,” 

While the local stockyard is tops 
in hog sales, it ranks down the list in 
Sales of cattle and Sessions reported 
that in coming months it is hoped 
that the cattle market will increase, 

“We sold a total of 12,000 cattle 
last year,’’ reported Sessions, ‘tand 
we are trying to build a good market 
for cattle in this area, There is a good 
market for cattle and we hope that

soon we can be a source for area 
cattlemen to buy and sell their 
stock,"’ 

Many stockyards are individually 
owned and operated; however, the 
local facility is owned by over 1,500 
members of the Farmers’ Livestock

“We're one of the few coopera- 
tives in the area,"’ stated Sessions, 
“and we feel that by being a co-op 
the sellers and producers both know 
that we're going to be fair and treat 
them like the owners of the co-op 
would like to be treated, because 
many of the producers are farmers 
too,’”’

Bradley estimated it would cost 
between $375 and $400 for each 
student taking the trip for a total of 
about $50,000. He said he and the 
band boosters hoped to raise enough 
money that no child would be left at 
home for lack of money, 

Any fund-raising event for this 
project must be coordinated with 
Supt. C.W, Crews, 

Bradley explained the various 
bands would perform both on board 
the ship enroute and after reaching 
the Bahamas, 

Board member Stan Marsh 
Opposed the decision to send the 
band to the Bahamas, 


A change in school board policy 
was aproved, It simply reads that 
payday will be on the last day of the 
month, unless the last calendar day 
falls on Saturday or Sunday, and 
then payments will be made on the 
preceding Friday. Previously the 
rules had been read to mean the last 
working day of the month which 
could be Dec, 18 because of the 
Christmas holidays, 

Crews explained to board 
members that the money wasn’t 
received by the superintendent's 
Office until later in the month and the 
money often just wasn’t there for 
this payment, 

The board approved purchase of 
a larger handicapped bus, heard the 
results of an energy audit and 
approved bids on some vocational 
equipment. A suggested calendar 
for school next year was discussed by 
the board, No decision will be made 
until teachers have reviewed the 
proposal and suggested any needed 
changes, 


County board hears court update
